'Ton can do almost 
anything 


with bayonets," gjud Whiting Wil- 
liams in his address yesterday af ter- 
r.on in JBascom hall, "but you <an't 
sit on them, und Europe 'wants a 
place to sit down." 


Mr. Williams who has spent a 


great deal of time studying lahor 
conditions at first hand from the 
point of view of the laborer by don- 
ning the overalls and working be- 
tide them in the Brines and factor- 
ies of this country and Europe, ex- 
panded from his subject of "Labor 
Conditions in France and Germany" 
to take up the inter-national as- 
pects of the labor situation. 


The raidcalism which prevails to- 


day in Europe, according to Mr. 
Williams is the remit of fatigue 
from thb war which was felt much 
more »trongly by the laborers of 
France an oGermany than by the 
Americans. Their .intense hatred 
of war has extended to everything 
else including capitalism, pariotism, 
and religion. 


The situation in Germany is one 


of extreme uncertainty. Trade is 
fostered by the depreciated ctir- 
rency, and any attempt of the gov- 
ernment to reduce the amount of 
money in circulation is strongly op- 
posed by both the Industrial bnrons 
»nd the laborers who fear unem- 
ployment. Tha one thing 
-which 


™ites aU Geirrnuiy is the deep- 
rooted hatred of Prance, and the 
France, realizing this, are united in 
their fear of Germany. 


Until some nation or association 


of nations is willing to pledge aid 
to France in case of war, the 
French are justified in keeping their 
large standing army. There is, how- 
ever, some hope that through a bet- 
ter understanding of each other 
this hatred may ie overcome.

On Evolution

Judgment, connects man with the 
brute creation, or •with any lower 
form of life. If he rejects Darwin's 
family tree let him explain-why it is 
that the museums of which the evo- 
lutionists have charge have manu- 
factured exhibits representing ape- 
men and men-apes as connecting 
links. Why do they fill the muse- 
ums with 'this trash made up to suit 
tho imagination of 
tists ? 
guessing scren- 


, If he believes that man, instead of 
being created by the Almighty as 
Moses asserts, is a descendent of 
lower forms of life let him take the 
Bible and point out how much of it 
he regards as consistent with his 
hypothesis of creation. 


Most evolutionists 
exclude 
the 


miracles as inconsistent with evolu- 
tion. Dr. Fosdick, 
widely known of 
recently told his 


one of the most 
the evolutionists, 
class in theology 


that miracles are "scientifically im- 
probable, 
historically - unreliable, 


practically -undesirable, and, there- 
fore, unbelievable." 
Does Dr. Birge 
agree with Mr. Fosdick? If not, 
does he accept all the miracles re- 
corded in the Old and New Testa- 
ments- Or does he reject some of 
th«m ? Will he state a few of those 
that he rejects, if any, and a few 
of those that ho accepts, if any, so 
that his students will DC able to get 
his point of view? 


Will Dr. Birge state for the bene- 


• fit of tax-payers whether be believes 


in the virgin birth of Christ as re- 
ported in Luke? Does he believe 
in 
the miracles 
performed 
by 


Christ? Does he believe in the res- 
urrection of Christ—I mean resur- 
rection of the body as reported in 
the gospels. If he does not believe 
in the resurrection of Christ does 
he accept Matthew's account of the 
lust meeting that Christ had with 
his disciples, when he declared that 
»11 power in heaven and earth had 
been given unto Him, sent his fol- 
lowers out to make disciples of ail 
nations, instructed them to teach all 
tho things He had commanded them, 
and promised-to be with them al- 
ways even unto the end of the 
world ? 


Tho opponents of Darwinism do 


not contend that Darwinism makes 
atheists or agnostics of all who ac- 
cept the doctrine. Darwinism made 
an agnostic of Darwin and led him 
io repudiate the Bible and Christ, 
but some have 'accepted Darwinism 
without attempting to make their 
religious views conform to it .and' 
have thus retained their Christian 
faith while claiming to believe in 
Darwin—a very 
inconsistent posi- 


, tion, but consistency is not a uni 
versal virtue. 


The opponents of Darwinism, be- 


lieving, it to be without support in 
nature, as well as contrary to the 
Bible, object to its being taught in 
our public schools because it leads 
many astray. According to Profes- 
sor Leuba forty to forty-five per 
cent of the men who graduate have 
rejected the cardinal principles of 
the Christian faith. This would in- 
dicate that over half the students 
have enough religion in them to re- 
sist the influence of atheistic and ag- 
nostic instructors (where they are 
unfortunate enough to be in the 
classes of such instructors) but why 
should men paid by taxation be al- 
lowed to lead any students away 
from their religious faith? 
• I f Dr. Birge> contends that he is a 
, Christian and that his interp°reta- 


tion of Christianity is better than 
that accepted by the parents and 
grandparents of the students 
(he 


complained that my speech was the 
kind that tiie parents 
and grand- 


parents of the students used to lis- 
ttc to) why should he insist on 
teaching that kind of Christianity 
to those who prefer a different in- 
terpretation ? 


Christians build their colleges at 
thei,, own expense in order to teach 
Christianity to students; why should 
not atheists 
ana agnostics 
build 


their own colleges and advertise 
that they arc teaching atheism and 
agnosticism 7 Or, if Dr. Birge ob- 


jects to being classed with atheists 
and agnostics, why do not those who 
agree with his interpretation of ,th< 
Bible build schools for the instruc- 
tion of students along his lines, as 
orthodox Christians do? 


The issue before the American 


people is a real one and it cannot be 
avoided'by preachers of the . new 
theology or by side-stepping profes- 
sors who put text books on. science 
above the Bible. , If these men honV 
estly believe that we have outgrown 
the Bible, as some do; if .they rejecl 
the doctrine of a personal God, oi 
an inspired Bible, arid of. a .Chris) 
who is glorified by a virgin birth anc 
by a resurrection, why do they 
dodge the issue? 


Everyone believes in free speech 
but free speech is not" 'the issue. 
These people have a right to think 
as they please but what.right have 
they to demand salaries -for teach- 
ing doctrines to which their employr 
ers object? Those who pay the 
taxes have a right to determine 
what is to be taught; the hand that 
writes the pay check rules the school. 
There never has been a more arro- 
gant or autocratic attitude than the 
attitude of those who feed out of the 
public treasury and then express 
Jheir contempt 
fop the 
religious 


views of those who feed 1zhem. 
In conclusion I want the readers 


of your paper to understand that I 
did. not begin the controversy with 
Dr. -Birge. I defended the Bible ac- 
count of man's creation, before an 
audience that paid to hear me.-. He 
volunteered his criticism both per-'- 
sonally and in the paper. 
TTe did 
not answer or refer to the charge 
that I made, namely, that a profes- 
sor in the university taught his 
cla'ss that the Bible is a collection-of 
myths. Instead of criticizing the 
professor he attacked me. It is im- 
material to me what he thinks of 


in. the Bible I 


-. 
it,eveninthe 
University of Wisconsin, until men 
of his views are able to close the 
doors to those who believe in the Bi- 
ble account of creation. 


The university is supposed to en- 
courage the 
discussion of public 


ciuestions. Have I offended in say. 
ing before a university audience at

its present form, is a very recent product of inventive genius." So says 
M. P. Rice, manager of the General Electric Radio Broadcasting Station in 
New York, and recognized as an authority on radio matters. 


"A year ago there were hardly 5P.O.OO radio receiving sets in the United 


States. According to a recent egtjmate there are now more than 500,000, 
and there are sending stations of sufficient power to cover the entire area 
under favorable conditions. The "aggregate number of those who "listen in" 
to the evening programs'of the broadcasting stations probably approaches 
1,000,000, and.^the audience reach'ed"b'y a single station may be 10,000 or 
more.

"The radio phone is a new publicity agent that literally has everybody 


'by the ears.' It immediately takep its place with the telegraph, tele- 
phone, postoffice, press, pulpit, school and theater as a means of reach- 
ing the public and its possibilities are obviously so great that it cannot 
be regarded as a plaything or a passing fad. 


- "What is likely to be its .field of"application in<the immediate fntnre? 
In suggesting an answer to this question we do 'not need-to draw heavily 
on our imagination. Radio has already spurned the limited creations of 
imaginative writers and 'has again proved that fact is stranger than fic- 
tion.

"The telephone has not supplanted tie telegraph, and radio is not like- 


ly^to supplant either. It is already in general .-use-for.transoceanic com- 
munication, and this application will be extended, but radio will not under 
present conditions supersede the telegraph or telephone for obvious reas- 
3ns.

"The great publicity field for radio is the broadcasting of information 


or entertainment designed to reach large numbers. If 'the matter is o'f 
universal interest and importance it would be radiated from a few sjnit- 
ably located stations of great power. Matter of ;more local interest would 
x broadcast from less powerful stations, which »would be installed at 
suitable intervals throughout the land. 


"National news would be broadcast from the few powerful stations,, and 


local news from the numerous local stations. The president of the 
United States might address the entire population from a high powered 
central station, the governor of a. state-might-address the people of the 
state through a local station. The message in either case would reach 
nstantly localities not reached by telephones, - telegraph, postoffice -or 
newspaper. ' - " " ' ' ! .
